He said his firing was un­ 
justified and came as a complete 
surprise. He said he planned to 
issue a statem ent later. 
In his year as assistant secre­ 
tary, Ralph was in charge of the

Estes was one of Texas’ biggest

WASHINGTON

bill has been laid to rest for this 
session, talked to death by South­ 
ern senators. 
In its wake, civil rights advo­ 
cates have promised another light 
next session to change the Senate 
rules to make it easier to break 
filibusters. 
After twice refusing to choke off 
debate—and thus force an end to 
Southern

measure— the Senate voted 49-34 
lat Tuesday to put the literacy 
bill aside and proceed to other 
legislation. 
This wrapped up a victory for

They had successfully staved off 
efforts to bring it to a vote ever 
since it was called up by Demo­ 
cratic and Republican leaders on 
April 24.

Trade with Commonwealth countries is 
down, quite sharply down if Britain is ex­ 
cluded. Trade with com munist countries 
has increased to a level that provides the 
m ajor feature of the year. Exports to the 
Soviet Union are about three tim es those 
of 
1960. Sales 
to 
Cuba 
nearly 
equal 
those of 1960. Sales to Cuba nearly equal 
those to all the islands and are far ahead 
of Canada’s trade with Japan. 
Communist China has now established 
itself 
as 
C anada’s fifth 
best custom er, 
pushing Australia to sixth place and re­ 
placing India in the leading IO countries. 


Exports to Red China jum ped from $8.7 
million to $122.8 million. 
With the exception of Cuban exports, 
which covered some 350 different com m od­ 
ities, the answer to this fantastic picture 
of trade behind the iron curtain lies 
in 
C anada’s vigorous effort to sell wheat and 
barley on credit. 
The Canadian m inister of agriculture 
has now voiced a strong appeal to western 
farm ers to seed more acres. Wheat stocks 
at the m om ent are below anticipated ex­ 
port requirem ents for the next crop year. 
Another drought on the Canadian prairies 
— and early reports are not promising — 
would m ake it impossible for Canada to 
m eet domestic requirem ents and look aft­ 
er Britain and other traditional custom ers 
as well as C anada’s com m itm ents to com­ 
munist countries.

Back in Prison 


Critic of Communism 
Loses Out to Tito 


BELGRADE 
(AP) - Miiovan 
Djilas, critic of Communism who 
was once President Tito’s heir ap­ 
parent, was back in prison tcday 
under sentence of eight years and 
eight months for disclosing stats 
secrets and violating parole. 
A three-judge tribunal convicted 
the former vice president at a 
closed one-day trial Monday. 
Djilas. 51, was sentenced to five 
years for divulging state secrets 
ic his new book “Conversations 
with Stalin,” which is to be pub­ 
lished in the United States later 
this month. 
The court added three years and 
eight months to cover the unex­ 
pired part of a nine-year term 
from which Djilas was paroled 
last year. 
Presiding Judge Miodrag Stev- 
ovic 
said 
Djilas 
had 
disclosed 
confidential information and added 
his own impressions “ to give re ­ 
actionary circles a tool to pour oil 
to the fire of the cold w ar.” 
The judge said information that 
could harm Yugoslavia was con­ 
tained in the manuscript Djilas 
turned over last year to the New 
York firm of Harcourt, Brace or 
World Publishing Inc. 
Stevovic 
said 
Djilas obtained 
the information during 1944-48 as 
a representative of the Yugoslav 
government in official talks and 
confidential exchanges. 
He said 
Diilas did not offer his book to 
any Yugoslav publisher or inform 
authorities, as he was obliged to 
do under term s of his parole. 
Djilas was sent to jail twice 
before 
for

criticizing 
communism. While in prison in 
1957, he was tried for spiriting out 
a book, “ The New Class,” w-hich 
was published abroad. It dealt 
with the thesis that communism 
creates a privileged class.

CHICAGO — America’s sup er­ 
markets are having a great in­ 
fluence on self service throughout 
the world. T h e revolutionary sy s­ 
tem. first introduced in the United 
States in 19 30. has now p enetrated 
into 52 nations in the Eastern and 
Western Hemisp heres, according 
to rep orts which will highlight the 
25th anniversary of the Sup erm ar­ 
ket Institute in Chicago May 13-16. 
In such remote countries as Ni­ 
geria. 
Australia, 
New 
Zealand, 
Turkey , lebanon, Iran, Iraq. J a ­ 
p an. Malay a and the Philip p ines, 
among scores of others, self-ser­ 
vice is now commonp lace, 
In all, say s the Sup ermarket In­ 
stitute, the largest trade associa­ 
tion of the self-service retail food 
industry , there are now more than 
15,000 self - service stores in op er­ 
ation outside the United States, 
There are 8,300 in Great Britain 
alone. Italians, who sp end 45 p er 
cent of their income on food, wel­ 
come the sup ermarket as a saver 
of IO to 15 p er cent on grocery 
and meat costs. The French ex ­ 
p ect to have a IOO- store sup er­ 
market comp lex in op eration by 
19 65 
Germany 's 
sup ermarkets 
are 
now few in number but growing, 
concentrated largely in industrial 


sup erm arkets for 140 Soviet cities 
as a beginning. They are to be 
umbrella-shap ed, glassed-in build­ 
ings which will accommodate 12,- 
OOO to 15,000 shop p ers at a time. 
Russian sup erm arkets will not, 
however, bring down food p rices 
there, as they have in the United 
States and other Western count­ 
ries. A quart of milk costs seven 
working minute* in the U. S., 14 
working minutes in England. In 
Russia, it costs 33 working minut­ 
es. 
It takes an American 3 2 min­ 
utes to earn a p ound of sugar; the 
Russian works an hour-and a q ua r­ 
ter for it. An American 
w o r k e r 
can earn 
a p ound of butter with 
21.8 minutes* labor; his U S S R. 
counterp art 
must 
sp end 
three 
hours and 22 minutes earning it. 
The nearly 1,000 sup erm arket 
op erators attending their associa­ 
tion’s silver anniversary this y ear 
will also learn some newly comp il­ 
ed facts about their customers and 
their habits. 
For one thing, only onehalf of 
today 's sup ermarket shop p ers are 
women alone. Two out of five shop ­ 
p ers are 
accomp anied 
by their 
husbands or their childen. F o r 
many families shop p ing is a fam ­ 
ily affair. 
The average sup erm arket shop ­ 
p e sp ends 27 minutes in the store, 
as comp ared with only 18 minutes

JE R O M E , Ariz. — There it was, 
rotting in the sun. in a little grove 
of cottonwoods near this famous 
“ Old West" ghost town. 
Nearly two centuries had pass­ 
ed 
But it still was in fair shape, 
the frame and 
wheels 
intact 
— 
tho skeleton of a large wagon, still 
too 
fine 
to 
die. 
Someone had 
stretched new canvas over its an­ 
cient hickory hows, evidently for 
use in a sheen camp. 
This was the “ VV under Wagon” 
of the Dutch, first made in the 
famed Coestoga 
Valley 
of 
Pen­ 
nsylvania. Today, on your TV, on 
your movie screen, they are call­ 
ed 
simply 
covered 
wagons, 
or 
prairie schooners. But its r e a l 
name is Conestoga wagon. 
It is symbolic 
of 
our 
nation’s 
growth. Possibly more Bibles were 
carried westward in this vehicle 
than in any other manner. 
If it hadn't been for this giant, 
17-foot-long vehicle, with its wide 
wheels and billowing canvas, our 
Western frontier, perhaps 
would 
have been unconquered for anoth­ 
er century or more. It is. at least, 
as symbolic as our Liberty Bell. 
Our 
treasured 
hell, 
remember, 
was cast in England; hut thr> Con­ 
estoga wagon was horn in Ameri­ 
ca. It s typically American — ev­ 
ery piece of wood, even tile iron 
and canvas, and lite axle grease 
used on its hubs. 
Tho farmers of the Conestoga 
Valley w e re quite religious; they 
hated waste. Yet 
much of their 
food and produce was wasted for 
want of a market. But roads were 
so perilous trips were discourag­ 
ed 
So tho Dutch farmers built a new 
type of wagon — stronger, bigger, 
water-tight, 
so 
it 
could 
ford 
streams. They had their own saw­ 
mills, their own forges. It had to 
carry a load equivalent to 35 bar­ 
rels of flour and its cargo had to 
be protected from the weather. 
The resultant wagon, born aft­ 
er much praying and figuring, was 
tho Conestoga, so huge it needed 
six strong horses to move it un­ 
der full load. 
Its massive wheels were rimmed 
with iron. It was covered w i t h 
iron. It was covered with snowy 
canvas 
stretched 
over 
hickory 
bows. 
The date was 1757 Soon the wa­ 
gons were Im (riping over the cob­ 
blestones of the Qtiakor markets. 
Philadelphians were eating as they 


never ate before. Some IO,(KIO wa­ 
gons were in use before long. 
The wars came and the covered 
wagons served in them all. Ben 
jamin Franklin sent them to Gen. 
Braddock; they served in the Re­ 
volution. 
They 
carried 
powder 
and ball in the War of 1812, even 
went to 'Mexico. Both the North 
and South used them to advantage 
in the Civil War. 
Then 
the 
western 
migration 
started. Tile plains Indians watch­ 
ed with awe as the long, lumber­ 
ing wagon trains crawled over the 
prairie, ever westward 
There were graves along these 
trails, hut the wagons relentlessly 
crossed the Missouri, the Mississ­ 
ippi, finally the Platte They were 
burned, 
pillaged 
and 
wrecked. 
Once in a 
while 
some 
intrepid 
pioneer pulled off from a lug lenin 
and made it on his own. unpro­ 
tected. However, they still k e p t 
coming. 
They carried Billies and plow­ 
shares to the new land. And they 
never stopped until their drivers 
saw the blue waters of the Pacific. 
They made the steepest passes 
of the Rockies. The Mormons took 
them to 
Salt

Taking pictures on the water requires 
a few more precautions than “dry-land” shooting. 
EXPOSURES—Cut down exposures to compensate for the 
water which acts as a giant reflector. Increase shutter speed or 
cut down lens opening ’j to one stop. 
PROTECT EQUIPMENT—Keep film, cameras and other photo 
equipment away from spray and heat, in a waterproof bag or 
wrapped in oil skin. Don’t aim camera into a stiff, w'et breeze. 
EXTRA EQUIPMENT -A filter over the lens will dramatize 
the scene and protect lens from spray. A telescope lens is best 
for taking water skiing photos since, unless you’re in another 
boat, you can only get as close to the skter as the length of the 
tow rope. 
PROTECT YOURSELF—Always take a solid stance before 
shooting from a boat.
